An essential difference between 
the Democratic-Republican cam- 
paign of 1960,.in which Sen.

most wistful 
news story out of 
Vashington. 


In a manner 
somewhat re- 
mindful of the 
old verse about the saddest story 
of tongue and pen being the one 
called “It might have been,” 
President Eisenhower recently 
told two friends that a couple of 
telephone calls had swung the 
Negro vote to the Democrats. 


The President referred to the 
calls by Sen. Kennedy and his 
brother Robert in the interest of 
the vindictive jailing of Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King in Atlanta last 
October. 


There developed out of this 
comment by Mr. Eisenhower a 
seeming mystery, which in real- 
ity is not at all mysterious. In 
fact, it is a clarification. 

It belatedly is revealed that 
the Republicans also discussed 
how they might help out in what 
was, after all, an injustice in 
which the minister was released 
in a sit-in case, but handcuffed 
and sent to the state prison on a 
traffic charge. 


Eventually it was decided that 
the most effective move would be 
a statement by the President. The 
language carefully was drafted 
and approved. 


The Statement 


“It seems to me fundamentally 
unjust,”” read the presidential 
statement, “‘that a man who has 
peacefully attempted to establish 
his right to equal treatment free 
from racial discrimination should 
be imprisoned on an unrelated 
charge, in itself insignificant. Ac- 
cordingly, I have asked the attor- 
ney general to take all proper 
steps to join with Dr. Martin 
Luther King in an appropriate 
application for his release.” 

This’ really 
had it come from 
House, would have had more 
over-all national effect 
calls from the Kennedy brothers. 
It would have placed an unequi- 
vocal White House endorsement 
on the right to equal treatment, 
free from racial discrimination, 
in the lunch counter sit-ins. The 
President was willing. So was 
the Justice department. And so 
was Vice President Nixon.

Yet, it was not sent. There is 
no mystery involved. It was with- 
held against the better judgment 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee because of urgent, even an- 
guished, appeals by Southern Re- 
publicans that the

Here we have the difference. 
Sen. Kennedy’s managers in the 
South were opposed to the pro- 
posed telephone calls. They, too, 
earnestly appealed to Kennedy 
that he remain silent lest he lose 
votes. 


The Decision 


But Kennedy made the decision. 
He did not hesitate. Nor did his 
brother. Indeed, the latter said, 
the day before the election, he felt 
action should always be taken in 
case of injustice and, under simi- 
lar circumstances, he and his 
brother would repeat it. 


This story has upon it the au- 
thentic Kennedy stamp of deci- 
sion and action. This story of 
hesitation in the White House and 
in the Republican organization 
was also an old story. Uncertain- 
ty and delay in making decisions 
have been one of the major criti- 
cisms raised against the adminis- 
tration. 


This story of the telephone calls 
made and of the President’s mes- 
sage never sent will be one to 
interest the political historians of 
the future. If it is true, as the 
President seems to think, that his 
failure to send his message while 
the Kennedy brothers made their 
calls did, in fact, decide the elec- 


tion, then indeed is it one of our 


more ironic political stories. 


Mr. Thruston Morton, the na- 
tional chairman, while trying to 
find votes in a late November 
Illinois recount, must have won- 
dered more than once why he dis- 
carded so many of them in so 
many states in October. 


Whatever the effect on the 
votes, one unassailable fact 
emerges from the story.

“The past practice of creating 
a separate secretariat for each 
advisory body,” the study said, 
‘has resulted in ‘little bureauc- 
racies,’ increased the difficulties 
of coordination, and complicated 
the lines of communication be- 
tween the president and the de- 
partments and agencies.” 


These were among major pro- 
posals made by a group of citi- 
zens in and out of government who 
concluded after several years of 
study that the White House opera- 
tion is badly in need of stream- 
lining and modernization. 


IN ADEQUATE TERMS 


Noting there have been no ma- 
jor changes since 1953, the study 
group said: “The structure and 
functioning of the _ presidential 
staff must be evaluated in the 
terms of its adequacy to help the 
president cope with the changing 
world in the 1960s — not that of 
1939, or 1947, or indeed of 1953.” 


The 102-page study was pre- 
pared by two experienced White 
House aides, Vincent P. Rock and 
Dr. Joseph I. Coffey, on behalf of 
a group of 14 who spent years 
studying the office of the presi- 
dency. 


Rock has been a member of 
the White House staff since 1950 
and is now deputy director of the 
Office of Civil and Defense Mobili- 
zation. Coffey is a staff member 
of the Institute for Defense Analy- 
ses and formerly was a presiden- 
tial assistant for security opera- 
tions coordinations in the Truman 
administration. 


Their study was published by 
the National Planning Association, 
which describes itself as a non- 
profit, nonpolitical organization of 
Americans in agriculture, busi- 
ness, labor and the professions.

Electors Will Have 
Final Word Today 


Georgia’s 12 presidential electors meet 
in Atlanta today to cast the state’s bal- 
lots for tne next president. We trust they 
will be unanimous for Sen. John Ken- 
nedy, thus expressing the will of the 
overwhelming majority of voters. 

Leaders of Georgia’s Democratic 
Party have demonstrated good sense in 
rejecting the unpledged elector idea and 
efforts to withhold the state’s vote from 
the party’s choice. It was futile from the 
beginning, just as it is futile for Missis- 
sippi and Alabama to withhold 14 votes 
today. While not illegal, such a prac- 
tice is politically immoral and a frustra- 
tion of democracy. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Kennedy will be 
confirmed today as president-elect with 
a solid 300-vote electoral majority. This 
comfortable margin does not reflect the 
extreme closeness of the popular vote in 
the official 50-state tally. Of. 68,833,254 
votes cast, Kennedy’s popular majority 
was only 111,957, smallest in 72 years. 

Efforts to change the election results 
in key states collapsed at the end. 
Charges of wholesale fraud were not sus- 
tained and are revealed as largely parti- 
san noise. These came mostly from Re- 
publicans but could have been recipro- 
cated by the Democrats. While there no 
doubt were instances of fraud, the con- 
clusion is there were fewer than in for- 
mer elections. 

Most of the publicity about fraud 
charges came out of Chicago. Yet an in- 
vestigation by the Governmental Affairs 
Institute’s Election Research Center dis- 
closed that innocuous cases were bally- 
hooed to get the headlines for partisan 
purposes. In the showdown, Illinois’ elec- 
tion returns were certified by Republican 
Gov. Stratton. 

Under our electoral college system, 
Sen. Kennedy will not become President- 
elect Kennedy until the states cast their 
official electoral ballots today. Georgia's 
will go to him and we trust this year’s 
experience will end the unpledged elector 
business and return the names of candi- 
dates to the presidential ballot.

Lengthening Life Span 


Has Its Consequences 


Children born in 1960 can expect to 
live almost half-again as long as those 
born in 1900, thanks to medical research, 
better living standards and improved 
diets. 

The Health Information Foundation 
reports that a baby born in 1900 could 
expect to live 47.3 years. One born in 
1960 has a life expectancy of 69.7 years, 
the highest ever recorded in this country 
for the total population. 

As for the sexes, females still have 
the edge. Life expectancy for males rose 
from 46.3 years in 1900 to 66.4 in 1958— 
a gain of 20.1 vears. Comparable rise for 
females was from 48.3 to 72.7—a gain of 
24.4 years. So there will be more women 
than men among our older citizens. 

The trend has had a definite effect on 
our society and its problems. There is a 
record growth of aged persons in the 
population, an increase in the working

lifetime of the average person, a decline 
in the number of orphans and fewer wid- 
owed people. 

In terms of social problems, the need 
has increased to find ways of utilizing 
the experience and energy of older work- 
ers instead of relegating them to inactiv- 
ity. It also has brought about an entirely 
new set of problems in medical care for 
the aged. 

Employment for those still able to 
perform useful jobs and medical care for 
the unemployable and chronically ill are 
national issues which demand increasing 
attention.

Depreciation Reserve 


Ought To Be Reduced 


We seem to be prisoners of our pru- 
dence. As much as $30 million may be 
tied up in school depreciation reserves 
now at a time when the state is consid- 
ering a $65 million bond issue to build 
more schools. 

Sen. Wallace Jernigan says this is an 
excessive reserve to have _ squirreled 
away. Obviously the arithmetic is off 
somewhere. To have such an amount that 
can't be spent tied up at a time when we 
are out of spending money for school 
construction shows more concern with 
the rainy day than with the everyday. 

Amount of the depreciation reserve 
ought to be cut down to size in future 
school bond issues, as Sen. Jernigan rec- 
ommends.

Downtown A partments 


In All Ranges Needed 


Peachtree Towers, the high rise apart- 
ment building planned for Peachtree 
and Baker, is both evidence of and an ad- 
dition to central Atlanta’s vitality. 

This is the second such apartment 
building planned for downtown. (The 
other, to go up where the Rialto is, was 
announced earlier, will be built later.) 

Atlanta should welcome the advent of 
residential developments into down- 
town. It adds to the urban complexion. 

If there is anything disturbing in the 
news it is in a situation that the new 
apartments emphasize: There is little in- 
ducement yet for medium-priced down- 
town housing. 

Both these new apartments are in the 
luxury or semi-luxury class. The only 
other apartments being built near down- 
town are the very low rent, publicly as- 
sisted projects. The pattern that has so 
disturbed older, larger cities begins to 
emerge here. (That pattern was summed 
up by a New Yorker this way: Cities are 
for the very rich, the very poor and nuts.) 

Moderate-priced housing in downtown 
keeps a town alive. As the CA Newslet- 
ter observes this month, people living 
closest to downtown are the best pros- 
pects for merchants. 

The difficulty has always been, of 
course, the high price of land downtown. 
Perhaps urban renewal will mean that 
relatively inexpensive apartments will be 
built here. People interested in Atlanta’s 
future would be wise to see that such 
becomes the case.

It’s That Time of Year 
For Clip Joint Racket 


Opening of the winter tourist season 
is a call to arms for clip joint operations 
in some sections of southeast Georgia. 

While progress has been made in 
flashing the red light on sharpies in some 
counties, crooked roadside joints have a 
way of springing up elsewhere along the 
line. 

Clip artists and speed traps will have 
to be wiped out if the State Department 
of Commerce’s aroused efforts to promote 
tourism are to bear appreciable fruit.

ter policing of establishments, a job for 


the state to do in instances where local 
law enforcement falls down, and abo- 
lition of the fee system. 


Why Not Draw Up a Different Blueprint Now? 


The proposal to transfer several hundred pa- 


tients from the Milledgeville State Hospital to 
Battey Hospital is taking an uneasy nap. Any 
day now the covers are likely to be peeled off 
and the idea shaken awake or allowed to take 
another temporary snooze. 

Back in its youth it showed great promise. 
The Milledgeville institution was overcrowded 
and Battey had extra space. Both conditions re- 
main true. 


But as the seein was propelled toward 
maturity, obstacles arose to impede its progress. 
.Authoritative word came that such a shift would 
cause Battey to‘lose its accreditation. That 
would make it all the more difficult to attract 
and to retain TB specialists and other medical

actly where. 

There would have to be strict isolation be- 
tween TB cases and non-TB cases, It would in 
effect be something like two entirely different 
hospitals located on the same grounds but its 
patients being fed from the same kitchen.

Kennedy Wants 
Aid of Congress 


WASHINGTON—President-elect Kennedy is 
building his foreign policy base with first at- 
tention not to those lofty blueprints so appealing 


to the theoretician. Rather, he is giving top priority to the henmaly 
realities in the Congress of the United States. The strategy he has 
chosen is that of a man who is first and foremost a professional poli- 


tician. 

His basic assumption is that 
in foreign affairs it will do little 
good to prepare splendid pro- 
grams simply wowing the experts 
all the way from United Na- 
tions, N.Y., to New Delhi if you 
don't first capture Pocatello and 
Paducah. 

Kennedy, in a word, is build- 
ing his fences with Congress—the 
graveyard of so many fine foreign 
policy designs—before trying to 
remake the world. 

This is the real motive behind 
his choice of Dean Rusk to be 
Secretary of State. Rusk comes 
in not because of his long pro- 
fessional experience and high ex- 
pertness in diplomacy. He comes 
in, really, because he has an even 
more useful quality: The ability 
to get along with Congress, to be 
adequately tough without at the 
same time opening hostilities be- 
tween the White House and Capi- 
tol Hill. 

In the circumstances he became 
an almost-inevitable choice—in 
the affirmative way because of his 
own qualifications: in the nega- 
tive way because either Adlai E. 
Stevenson or Chester Bowles, his 
rivals for the post, would have 


been in trouble with Congress 
from the start. 
In the months immediately 


ahead the capacity to “get 
along on Capitol Hill” will be 
seen to be of matchless value. 
For it is no good blinking the 


fact that in Congress are moving 
two erosive currents of great po- 
tential danger to the whole un- 
derstructure of our permanent 
and fundamental world policies. 

There is growing disenchant- 
ment with large continuing out- 
lays for foreign aid, especially at 
a time when too many American 
dollars are already held abroad. 
This is significantly observable 
even in such a key figure as the 
coming new Democratic leader 
of the Senate, Mike Mansfield of 
Montana. 

And there is a slow, not fully 
conscious but nevertheless per- 
ceptible—and alarming—tendency 
to draw a bit away from our tra- 
ditional allies in the West. This is 
partly because of the frictions in- 
herent in the relationship. But it 
is partly because of an evan- 
gelical and emotional preoccupa- 
tion among many with the so- 


called “‘emerging lands” in Af- 
rica and Asia. 

Now, Kennedy himself is ‘“‘pro- 
African and pro-Asian,” as the 


current expression goes. He has, 
however, no smallest intention of 
becoming president to preside 
over the liquidation of the West- 
ern Alliance. He wants to be 
friendly with and encouraging 
to the new, neutralist countries. 
But he has, all the same, no dif- 
ficulty whatever in grasping the 
realfties of American domestic 
political power.

I agree that the profession often 
does seem to try to maintain the 
illusion that all is perfect in the 
medical world. A book could be 
written on the background to this 
apparent attitude on the part of 
physicians, but space permits me 
to make only one observation. No 
one — not another physician, a 
newspaper editor, or even a law- 
yer—can speak for what should 
have been done in a given medi- 
cal situation involving doctor and 
patient as can the doctor who was 
there and faced with the problem 
at hand and charged with render- 
ing the decision. 

There are many imponderables 
in medicine. It must always be 
assumed that any physician at 
any given time is going to do 
what he thinks is best for the par- 
ticular patient at. that particular 
time. If this attitude is not as- 
sumed, then indeed there is no 
basis for the vaunted doctor-pa- 
tient relationship.

. The young killer with the hard, handsome face said if I wanted to talk to 
him I could get down on the floor where he was. I wanted to talk. So I got 
down on the floor. Roy Lee Mullins, 24, doesn’t want to die. But the slayer of 


a Blue Ridge, Ga., policeman lay on the floor of a Fulton County jail cell and looked to the elec- 
tric chair. “We all,”’ he said, “have got to die sometime. But I can’t say I look forward to the juice.” 


He rubbed a tatooed hand over a heavy growth of beard and added that a man would have to be 
crazy not to fear a seat in that chair. 


And that is exactly what Roy 
Mullins has been trying to 
prove—that he is crazy. 

Granted a stay of execution 
by Gov. Ernest Vandiver the 
shotgun slayer assaulted three 
psychiatrists who came to ex- 
amine him. The slim, powerful 
killer turned a table on two of 
the doctors and belted the other 
in the mouth. 

“I,” explained Roy at floor 
level, ‘‘didn’t like the way they 
looked at me. They looked at 
me like they were trying to git 
me." He again rubbed his 
beard. ‘‘Looked just like they 
were trying to git me.” 


It seems as if they got Roy 
Mullins. The psychiatrists ruled 
him sane, taking the last block 
from the road to Reidsville, to 
the death cell, to the electric 
chair.

Town Clears 
Debris in 


Rail Blast 


BENTON, Ark. (AP)—A _ hun- 
dred shocked but grateful families 
patched their shattered homes in 
tiny Traskwood Sunday while 
greasy smoke from Saturday’s 
railroad car explosion and fire 
still hovered over the town. 


Of 17 persons hurt in the blast, 
only one remained in a hospital. 
He is Harry Dodridge, 63, who 
was thrown against a tree by the 
impact. 


Residents of the hamlet near 
Benton were evacuated after the 
explosion, but most returned to 
their homes late Saturday night. 
Sunday they began boarding up 
broken windows, repairing doors, 
and sweeping up shattered dishes. 


At Little Rock, L. M. Elledge, 
Missouri-Pacific Lines assistant 
general manager, said cause of 
the blast in the derailed train still 
was not known. The railroad hopes 
to have traffic moving again by 
late Monday afternoon. 


Some of the town’s 200 residents 
left their homes briefly while rail- 
road explosives experts blew up a 
gasoline-filled tank car that hadn’t 
gone up in Saturday’s explosion. 


Elledge said he assumed the 
railroad would help pay the cost 
of repairing the village.

RELIGIOUS ISSUE 


He said one question put to it, 
for instance, was ‘“‘what if the re- 
ligious issue becomes embittered 
close to election day.” He said the 
machine’s answer, given as far 


back as Aug. 25, boiled down to 
this: 


Kennedy today has lost the bulk 
of the votes he would lose if the 
election were to be embittered by 
the issue of anti - Catholicism. 
There has already been a serious 
defection from Kennedy by Prot- 
estant voters. It makes no sense 
to brush the religious issue under 
the rug. 


The machine was developed at 
a cost of $65,000, according to 
Morgan, who is scheduled to give 
a detailed report on the project 


‘in the January issue of Harper’s 


Magazine. 


He said the machine was the 
brainchild of Dr. William McPhee, 
a director of Columbia Univer- 
sity’s Bureau of Applied Social 
Research, New York businessman 
Edward Greenfield, Dr. Robert 
Abelson of Yale, and Dr. Ithiel de 
Sola Pool, a political scientist at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 


These men based their idea for 
the machine on the basic premise 
that “people are predictable,” 
Morgan said. This is the premise 
of regular public opinion polling, 
too, but polls are essentially stat- 
ic—they speak only for the poled 
subject’s current opinion. 


The consultant said the “‘peo- 
ple-machine” eliminated this im- 
ponderable by having built into. it 
the capacity to simulate new, 
even unexpected, circumstances,

Ecuador Is Adamant 
On Right to Defy Pact

RIO DE JANEIRO — Ecuador has reaffirmed in 
strong. language what she consideres her right to de- 
nounce the 1942 frontier pact with Peru. 


The Ecuadoran stand has served 
to tighten the stalemate in the 
territorial dispute. 


The country took issue with the 
view expressed earlier this month 
by the United States, Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and Chile, which are 
guarantors of the treaty. 


HELD VALID 


The guarantors had declared 
that the “‘unilateral will of one of 
the parties is not sufficient to in- 
validate a boundary treaty nor to 
liberate it from the obligations 
imposed.” 


A commission of the guarantors 
-—-which has its headquarters in 
Rio de Janeiro—advised Foreign 
Minister Jose Ricardo Chiriboga 
of Ecuador Dec. 7 that each of the 


four governments regarded the 


pact as a “valid instrument.” 


In identical notes, the foreign 
ministers of the four nations said 
that the pact “should be com- 
plied with” until Peru and Ecua- 
dor jointly agreed on a different 
course. 


The Rio protocol, as the treaty 
is known, followed a short-lived 
Peruvian-Ecuadoran war in July 
1941. As the result of arbitration 
by a Brazilian expert, the protocol 
determined that about 77,000 
square miles of disputed Ecua- 
doran territory be transferred to 
Peru. 


Ecuador formally denounced the 
protocol in a message from Chiri- 
boga to the guarantor nations

portant pieces of legislation in the 
world’s history. 


The State Legislature met at 
Augusta to begin considering the 
new American Constitution. 


Eight days later, on Jan. 2, 
1788, representatives of the 10 
counties then in existence (Chat- 
ham, Effingham, Burke, Rich- 
mond, Wilkes, Liberty, Glynn, 
Camden, Washington and Greene) 
proudly “‘assented to, ratified and 
adopted” the new Constitution 
and went out and fired 13 guns in 
celebration. 


BIRTH OF ATLANTA 


Two items of far-reaching sig- 
nificance were on the calendar 
for Christmas Day in 1837, keep- 
ing the gentlemen of the General 
Assembly in session for long 
hours, They had to talk about the 
newly authorized Georgia Rail- 
road, which was going to open up 
the west and which, incidentally, 
resulted in the development of a 
lively little railroad community 
later known as Atlanta, They also 
passed a bill to provide “for the 
protection of the Cherokee coun- 
try and the removal of the Chero- 
kee and Creek Indians’’ — the be- 
ginning of the infamous Trail of 
Tears for the evicted westward- 
bound Indians. 


But it didn't have to be im- 
portant legislation to keep them 
working. They apparently didn’t 
know that Christmas Day w ar- 
ranted special attention, for in 
1847 the lawmakers met all day 
and far into the night on Dec. 
25, for matters no more urgent 
than “‘legitimatizing and changing 
the names of two females’’ and 
reimbursing a man in Effingham 
County for some unspecified work 
he did to “prevent the spread of 


pox. 


REASON TO REJOICE 


Those hardy settlers who got a 
toehold in the new land by com- 
ing as “‘bound hands” or inden- 
tured servants to the more pros- 
perous colonists, had reason to 
rejoice on Christmas Day. One of 
the first acts of the trustees was 
to decree that servants ‘‘of good 
record’’ who had served out their 
time by Christmas of 1737 were 
granted 50 acres of land, a cow 
and a sow. The time was later 
extended so that for many years 
the hard-working servants could 
celebrate Christmas with the ex- 
piration of their indentures and 
new status as freeholders. 


ONLY EVIDENCE 


The only evidence that Christ- 
mas wasn't just another day on 
the calendar for most of the early 


settlers is contained in a Savan- 
nah merchant's ledger now on dis- 
play in a glass case in the lob- 
by of the. State Department of 
Archives. and History. The word, 
Christmas, is nowhere mentioned 
but it’s easy to read between. the 
lines of the charge entries made 
in December and sniff out a cele- 
bration somewhere.

stance, bought himslef a gallon 
of Antiqua rum every few days. 
A female named Sophia Chiffle 


bought a-pat- =! shite lamb gloves 
for two shillings, sixpence. And 
on Dec. 6, another woman 
whose name is not decipherable 
in the faded Spencerian script, 
went all out and bought “‘a neat 
tortois shell tooth pick case, a sil- 
ver corkscrew with a pearl han- 
dle, a silver thimble with a steel 
top, genteel garnette buckles” and 
. listen to this . . . cloves, 
mace, cinnamon and sugar!

12 STUDENTS 


The Air Force said the Convair 
carried 12 young American stu- 
dents bound for a holiday reunion 
with their parents in Britain. Also 
aboard were seven crewmen and 
an Army private. 


Discovery that the private was 
aboard raised the number of dead 
aboard the plane to 20. He was 
identified as Pfc. Elvin I. Sher- 
man, 20, of Linden, N.J. Sherman 
was attached to the 58th Military 
Police department here and was 
hitchhiking a ride to London to 
visit his brother.

CITY IN MOURNING 


Lotd Mayor Hans Jochen Vogel 
announced the city’s official peri- 
od of mourning will last until 
Christmas. No dancing will be 
permitted in public. Theaters have 
been asked to cancel their per- 
formances. All public buildings 
set their flags at half staff. 


Thousands of worshippers 
crowded the damaged St. Paul’s 
church for mourning services Sun- 
day. Parts of the plane could still 
be seen dangling from the steeple 
below the bent cross. 


Not far from the church lies 
the Maria Theresienwiese, a big 
open field where Munich’s annual 
beer festival is held in October. 
The pilot apparently was trying 
to reach the field for a crash 
landing when his plane struck the 
church steeple. 


AIRPORT CLOSED 


German authorities said Munich 
Airport had been closed to all 
civilian air traffic when the C131 
took off with its cargo of happy 
students. There were seven boys 
and five girls, all between 16 and 
21. 


Maj. John K. Connery of Au- 
burn, Ala., pilot and father of one 
of the boys aboard, and Capt.

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 


1. South opens with one spade, 
although his hearts are longer. 
If instead he bids one heart and 
hears a reply of two diamonds or 
two clubs, he will have to rebid 
two hearts ‘hiding his spades) or 
two spades (a reverse which shows 
a strong hand). It is safer for 
South to fib about his length than 
about his strength. 


2. South opens with one club, 
although it is usual to prefer the 
higher-ranking of two touching 
four-card suits. South does not 
open one diamond because a two- 
club response would force him to | 
raise to three clubs, an invita-| 
titn to three no-trump which cai

is not strong enough to make. 


3. South passes. The strength is | 
probably evenly divided between | 
the two sides, but South's strength | 
is concentrated wholly in th e | 
minor suits. As the opponents with 
values in the majors should be 
able to outbid South if he opens 
the bidding, he passes to prevent 
them from gaining a part score. 


4. South makes his heart slam 
by a dummy reversal play, us- 
ing his hearts for ruffs and using 
dummy’s hearts to draw trumps. 
He has only 11 top tricks but by 
taking three hearts in North and 
three ruffs in South, he gains a 
sixth heart trick, and this pro- 
vides a discard for his losing club. 


Declarer trumps the spade ace, 
lays down the heart ace, leads a 
diamond to the king and trumps 
a spade. He leads a heart to dum- 
my’s queen and trumps another 
spade with his last heart. Now he 
reenters dummy with the ace of 
clubs and draws West's last trump 
with the heart 10, discarding his 
losing club. He loses only to the 
king of spades.

Don't Buy Spiral Curls, Buy Body!

A woman with a head full of 
sausage was yery fashionable 
not too long ago. Even a head 
full of railroad tracks was the 
thing as a great many of you 
can remember. 


The permanent wave was 
brand new and that’s just how 
it made your hair look. But this 
year, some 55 years later, its 
inventor, Charlie Nestle, 
wouldn’t even know his own 
creation. 


Today, the chief purpose of

“Hair is betng worn simpler 
today. In fact, the most popular 
styles require very little curl but 
the majority of women do need 
a permanent for body,” said 
salon manager Margaret 
Randall. 


A NATIONAL TREND 


This trend in Atlanta is no 
different on the national level. 
According to the world’s largest 
manufacturer of salon perma- 
nents, 75 per cent of all perma- 
nents given are invisible. 


The idea! permanent today is 
the body wave. Its purpose is to 
ie 
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plump the hair up and shape it 
in the way the set will go. But 
nary a kink is to be seen. 


In 1905, when Charles Nestle 
first put a woman under a some- 
what sinister-looking electric 
machine, women wore their 
hair uncut. Five feet lengths and 
longer were so common that 
Nestle cautiously suggested the 
hair should be cut to three feet 
if a woman wanted an all-over 
permanent.

And 
it isn’t unusual for women to 
ask for it—especially fomen 
who like for their permanents 
to last the old time—six months. 


‘““Today’s permanents general- 
ly can. be expected to last about 
three months depending on the 
hair, how often it is cut, and the 
style. This business of saying 
‘but I only get two permanents 
a year’ is definitely passe,” 
pointed out Mrs. Randall. 


Although today’s permanents 
are not as permanent as yes- 
terday’s, the effect is so much 
prettier and more natural that 
the extra number of permanents 
a year is justified.
